•• I dua't Wonder that people go to 
East Orange and do not ears to live to 
Oruogs. Nor do I wonder that tbe 
value of property doss not Increase, sod 
there are so few safes. Tbs policemen 
can do nothing In this matter, as they 
have no Instruotlooe from tba captain, 
and ha does not seem to do anything 
either. This matter Is In the hands of 
tbe police committee of tbe Common 
Council, and we need somebody to do 
their duty. 

'* Members of my church have stated 
that they do not oars to corns down be¬ 
cause they will have to pass that saloon 
at Washington and Burnalda Streets 
where there was always a cluster of 
loafers. We were told that under tbe 
new control of tbe Council this would be 
slopped, but now there are just about 
twice as many loafers as before, tl la a 
shame that suon things are allowed to 
go on, and the entire people eey that It 
should be stopped. B-it the- wonderful 
mistake about decent people Is that 
they don't like to have anything to do 
with affairs that are not up to their 
standard of decency.’’ 

In tbe townablp of Belleville last Sun¬ 
day proposed Sunday blcyole racing on 
the Hillside Oval was a theme for 
stirring pulpit discourses In denuncia¬ 
tion of tbe project. Tbe Bev. Cornelius 
8. Abbott, rector of Christ Episcopal 
Church; tbe Bev. William W. Connor, 
pastor ot the Reformed Church, and the 
Rev. Jobu Ogden Winner, pastor of the 
Wesley M. E. Church, at both services 
denounced ibe project of having Sunday 
racing and called upon their respective 
congregations to attend the meet tug ot 
tbe taxpayers to be held Monday night 
In tbe coapel of tbe Reformed Cbu*ob. 
Tbe clergymen were all emphatic In 
their denunciation of the bolding of 
sports on tbe Sabbath, and said It was 
the duty of citizens to use every mea¬ 
sure to prevent the breaking of the 
laws. 

Thousands of paopis from this and 
other towns go to Wledenmeysr's Park 
In Newark Sunday afternoon to witness 
bavs-ball games. These Instances afford 
convincing evidence of growing senti¬ 
ment In favor of tbe " sporting " Sunday 
as against a religious Sunday. Tbe 
sporting Sunday la often refefted to by 
tbe high sounding title of tbe "Conti¬ 
nental " Sunday, an Imported pbrase 
used to designate tbe character of Sun¬ 
day observance that prevails In aoiue 
parts of Europe. It Is an Insult to some 
of tbe most liberal nod Irreligious 
countries of Europe to place tbe Atneil- 
cno sporting Suodsy In tbe name cate- 
K<>ry with tbe Continental Sunday. Tbe 
latter stands upon a much higher plane 
(If there c»n be any degrees of compar'- 
eoo among wicked things) than tbe 
American sporting Sabbath. Tbe sport¬ 
ing Stbbalh does not possess even the 
slightly redeeming feature of pure re¬ 
creation. ’SaJ. the oulgrowtb of a 
vicious and llceutjoue sentiment that 
Invariably follows an abuts of liberty. 

Gamblloir, drunkenness, profanity and 
lewdness are prominent features of 
every blppodromed sport that marks tbs 
Spoiling Suuday. Even tbs advoesles 
of liberal Sut day laws and atheists who 
affect to despise any ru e or regulation 
that savora of religious authorization 
must fesl some alarm as to tbe future 
Influence upon social conditions If tbs 
American spurting Sunday Is allowed to 
go on unchecked either by law or the' 
vole# of public sentiment. Tbe sporting 
Sunday Is unquestionably degrading In 
Its propensities end caters to the low 
and vicious elements In society. 

What Pastor Lux personally observes 
In tbe Flftb Ward of Orange Is what Is 
prevalent In every locality where the 
American sporting Sunday Is the lule 
with regard to the Sabbath. No com¬ 
munity can expect desirable people to 
eeeh homes In Us midst If It Is known 
that tbe place Is cursed with tbs sport¬ 
ing Sunday. Tbs most besvsnly places 
lo Eases County, such as Montclair or 
OMn Bldgs, would soon he changed Into 
bell's half acres If tbe standard of pub¬ 
lic sentiment dropped to such s low de¬ 
gree as to tolerate the Introduction of 
the spotting lunday. If Pastor Lux and

Views 

Tbs Nsw York Herald oo Wednesday 
published the following Interview by 
one of Its porreepuodeote with Dr. H. 
B. FrUeell of Bamptoo Institute oo tbe 
negro quoettou > • 

‘‘Thera Is no dead line to tbs educa¬ 
tion of The negro. His capacity for cul¬ 
ture cannot be bounded, so far as Indi¬ 
viduals are oooceraed." 

•• Slavery had Its good fasturss as wall 
as Us bad ones. It kept negroes ftom 
being ortasIssJ. and It also kept them 
from being educated. Whan slavery 
disappeared tbe criminal slses was 1st 
loose, and U le that Claes which Is sow 
making tbs trouble. 

" It Is not true that whan you oultl- 
vats a negro be beoomee Impudent or 
demaode social equality. ' Tba South 
must learn that when tbe negro te realty 
cultivated he prefers to keep to blmeelf 
and does not bother the whites. 

" No race lo tbs history ct the world 
has mads such progress as tbs negroes 
elooe tbelr emancipation. This mesne 
that the negroes themselves should not 
lose hops now teoauee they do not ob¬ 
tain all tbe rights they consider them 
selves entitled to." 

These four sections of a philosophical 
analysis of the race question are worthy 
of thoughtful study North aud South 
because they come from Dr. H B Frle* 
sell, who has made a careful study of 
the negro during tbe quarter of a cen¬ 
tury lo which he baa been connected 
with tbe Hampton Normal and Agricul¬ 
tural luatltute. 

Slavery bad Its good usee after all, 
and some of tbe Northern people ought 
to learn that fact,** said tbe Doctor. 
" Tbe Institution of slavery of neoeselty 
put all the negroes oo a dead level. It 
held up a certain dace of black men 
who bad criminal aud vicious InellDcte. 
They were forced to be luduetrloue, had 
no opportunity to commit crime eud 
when they broke over the bouudo were 
puulehed so relentlessly thet they were 
speedily cowed Into eubjr-ctloo. In this 
way slavery as a matter of course pre¬ 
vented crime to a great extent. 

'' When emancipation came the natur¬ 
ally depraved and criminal class of tbe 
negroes was deprived of this upholdlug 
Influence of tbe slavery system. They 
began, naturally, to exhibit license In¬ 
stead of liberty, and they have distinctly 
degenerated since slavery days. It le 
tbl* degenerate, oatural criminal claae 
among tba negroes which la giving ua 
all tbe trouble to-day. 

" Oo tbe other baud,'’ continued tbe 
Doctor, " alaverv bad a distinctly bad 
effect, with which we are entirely fa 
miller. Tbs slavery system Involved, 
as a matter of course, the denial ot edu¬ 
cation to the negro. lo faot, slavery 
could not exist with an educated, cul¬ 
tured class of slaves. Tbe result waa 
that a large proportion of tbe negroes 
who were capable of a fair measure of 
culture were reduced to the same level 
by slavery with the Incompetent aud 
criminal class. 

" I wish our frleudn In the booth 
could learn the leeaou we have learned 
bere, which la that when the negro la 
really cultivated aud taught eelf-reapecl 
be prefers to Xaep to himself, to asso¬ 
ciate with other cultivated negroes sud 
does not bother the white people at all. 
it Is not at all true that tbe moment 
you attempt to cultivate the negro you 
instil Into him notions of social equality, 
y tlte the contrary Is tiue. 

" Wbeu we succeed In teaching tbe 
colored men or wnrneu self-respect, 
from tbst moment they begin to realize 
tbat there Is something tu tbelr own 
race to be proud of. They seek tbe so¬ 
ciety of colored people with similar 
Ideals, sod they never make the slight¬ 
est attempt to cultivate social relations 
with white people of the vicinity."

The Paterson city officials are getting 
ready to cootlnue the light against the 
Paaaalc Valley trunk sewei job. The 
statement le made that City Counsel 
Michael Dunn, who, with former Gover¬ 
nor John W. Grlgga and William B. 
Gourlej, Is In ebargs of tbe fight, has 
been aroused by tbe announcement tbat 
the Governor has sent to Preeldeot 
Lebkuecher of the Sewerage District 
Commission a letter lu which tbe Exee. 
utlve saya tbat In hla opinion and tbat 
of tbe A ttorney.Genera I, there Is no 
legal objection to going right on with 
tbe work. Mr. Dunn announces that 
soon as tbe commissioners commit 
"an overt ant" be will begin proceed 
logs. 

Mr. Dunn does not regard tbe sending 
of the Governor's letter lo Mr. L»b- 
kueebet as "an overt act," but bs 
Insists tbst when the commission adver- 
tlaes for proposals for tbe bonds for tbe 
work, It will commit sueb an act as will 
enable him to gat st them In tbs courts.

One ot tbs moat important tawa pass¬ 
ed by tbs Legislature last wtaj»r la tba 
ooe relating to tax assessments. The 

object of tbo law Is to secure uolformliy 
of ssssasmsots and all proceedings 
tbsteunder throughout the Btstareo far 
as possible. Only tbs actual, working of 
the law will demonstrate its efficiency 
da carrying oat tbs pm pose of the Legis¬ 
lature. 

Tbs law provides for a separate as¬ 
sessment of land and of tbs building* 
erected tbereoo, establishing a dletlbe- 
ttoa between land that Is valuable sad 
productive sad tbat which la compara¬ 
tively valueless or Inactive, sod a de¬ 
tailed description of such lands must be 
mads for the use of tbs Btale Board of 
Taxation Is equalising assessments 
After December next no mortgage os 
real property Is to be listed for taxation 
sod no deduction from the assessed 
value of tbe lend le to be made oo ac¬ 
count of any mortgage; but tbe owner 
of tbe property, who pays tbe tax. la en¬ 
titled to credit upon the Interest for 
such portion of the tax as would b«* 
equivalent to tbe tax rale applied to the 
amount due on tbe mortgage, except 
where tbe parties have otherwise agreed 

Only tbe laud Is thus held for the lull 
amount of tbe tax, tbe division between 
the mortgagor and mortgagee belog left 
to tbe control of those parties. Tangible 
personal properly la lo be aaeeeaed 
where found, as before, sod other per 
eooal property lu tbe dUtrlct where the 
owner resides. Personal property of 
non-rssldeuts U to be assessed where 
found and deductions for debts to resi¬ 
dents of New Jersey are allowed ae be¬ 
fore. but are carefully guarded. 

Corporations are to be regarded as 
residents of tbe t«xlng district where 
tbelr chief office le located and 
tbelr pereoDal pr«»peitj taxed as tbat of 
an Individual, except that foreign cor¬ 
poration* doing bualoeea here are lo be 
taxed In accordance with the amount of 
bustoeaa transacted lu tbe Mate. Bank 
stock le to be assessed against the 
stock bolder* lu tbe taxing district where I 
they reside, aud If they reside out a! sw« J 
State, then In tbe taxing deetrlct voer* 
the bank la located. Tbe commissioner* 
of appeal m*y raise or lower assess¬ 
ments, aud an appeal may be taken to / 
tbe Stale Board of Taxation, tbe board 
having tbe power to raise or decrease 
asto-sementa for tbe same causes mm 
hitherto.— Oraey* Journal. 

Labar Laws
